Bould be easily stretched, he attached 
nmly to the ceiling at a spot which 
vonld be directly over his head when 
n bed. To the other end ha fastened 
i medium-sized sponge. After getting 
nto bed he would pour three or four 
'iincos of chloroform over the sponge, 
iften using half a pound during the 
night, and then pulling it down to his 
u e would hold it to his nostrils until 
inconsciousness ensued 
When his 


land fell to his side, the tension on the 
ubber tube being relaxed, the sponge 
naturally flew upwards, leaving the 
ictim to continue his sleep withoutthp 
lossibihty of receiving an overdose.

TRUTH OF WEATHER-LORE. 


The Reverence for Tradition Entertained 


by the Average Moral. 


The persistent survival of weathei- 


ore in these days of intellectual eman- 
cipation is not at all remarkable when 
we consider the extent to which the 


ulgar sayings embody real truths. A 
'ew jears ago Messrs. Abercromby and 
rt.uriott embarked on an extremely 
nteiesting Inquiry with a view to de- 
.eimine, by actual comparison, how far 
the popular proverbs express relations, 
or sequences, which the results of rae- 
eorological science show to be real. 
The investigation proved that somt*- 
hing like a hundred of the more popu- 
lar sa7lngs are, under ordinary con- 
ditions, trustworthy. Such being the 
case, we need not be surprised that 
simple country folk prefer familiar 
louplets to all the "isobars," "cy- 
clones," and "synchronous chaits," in 
the woild. If "hills clear, rain near," 
means the same aa "the piesence of a 
wedge-shaped aiea of high pressme, 
accompanied by great atmospheric 
visibility, is likely to be followed b\ 
the advance of a disturbance with 
tain and southerly winds," which 
foi all piactical purposes it does, 
the piefercnce is justified on the mo IP 
ground of breath economy. The thii- 
ty-one words demanded by science 
stand no chance against four

with the limited number of folk-saj- 
ings founded on truth, there has sin- 
vived a veiy large number founded on 
the grossest error. These latter have 
boriowed credence and lespect from 
the proved credibility of the otheis, 
and apparently they are all destined 
to sink or swim together. Hammer as 
we will at certain favorite proverbs 
which we know to be based upon error, 
it is all in vain. The reverence foi 
tiadition is too much for us. And of 
all the supeistitions, pure and simple, 
which defy our attempts at destruction, 
the most invulnerable are those ascrib- 
ing reitain effects to the influence of 
the moon —John Westwood Oliver, in 
Popular Science Monthly.

General Passenger Ag-mt Morton, in an 


interview, said: "It should be known 
that the first overture! come to us from 
the Reading men themselves, through a 
committee of their own appointing. We 
woro advised thnt tho men seeking em- 
ployment wore first-class engineers, as 
good a body of men and as competent as 
could be found anywhere, and that they 
would take pleasure In flllinjr the places 
of the striking engineers. That is how 
we commenced to draw from the Reading 
region." 
All the reports from the sub-officials re-

WASHlNOlorr, March 8.-T113 Mills tariff 


bill continues to be a iul ject ot consider- 
able discussion ot the Capitol. A good 
many Congressmen dee'Ine to talk about 
Its merits or demerits. They have not 
read it critically and in comparison witn 
•listing tariff schedules, and in order to 
discuss it intelligently want more time 
In which to compare it with existing 
laws to understand many of the proposed 
changes. One general ciiticism passed 
by some Democratic Congressmen from 
the Southern States, is the omission of 
any Internal revenue reduction. They 
say the people in the tobacco-producing 
States are more interested ni the repeal 
of the tobacco tax than in tariff reduc- 
tion. These Congressmen do not talk as 
though they were willinp; to postpone 
consideration of that question until after 
the revision of tai iff is attended to, and 
If the ways and means committee do not 
soon bring in a tobacco tax reduction 
bill, will no doubt propose It as an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill. 


Mr. Randall, it is understood, has a 


measure of his own which embodies a 
plan for considerable internal revenue tax 
reduction, and with which he will an- 
tagonize the Mills bill. 


Ohio Democratic congressmen are slow 


In criticising the Mills billi, (hongu in a 
general way they nil deprecate the free 
wool clause. Some of them will fight the 
bill as long as that clause is in :t. 


The Democratic members of the ways 


and means committee, and most of the 
members of their party, look on the 
measure a<) wise and proper, and express 
the opinion that it can not be defeated 
and that it will receive the approval of a 
good majority of the people at large. 


The Republican members of the com- 


mittee, Messrs. Kelly, Reed, Brown, Mc- 
Kinley and Burrows, and a majority of 
their party express a contrary opinion. 
Tue measure receives their unqualified 
condemnation, and 
they are 
prompt 


to declare that it can never pass the 
House in its present form. There is an 
air of uneasiness observable on both sides, 
and members are trying to ascertain 
just how their colleagues will stand in 
the Impending contest in the House. 


The Star, commenting on the situation, 


says: ''The key to the situation lies in 
the hands of a small majority in either 
party. It may be accepted as certain that 
Mr. Randall and some o£ his former fol- 
lowers will fight the measure with deter- 
mination. How utron? Mr. Randall's fol- 
lowing will be is yet to be learned.

On the basis of 9,000 population, re- 


turned in 1880, Beeatnr township now 
has one supervisor and three assSfltants 
aa her representation in the county 
board. The law gives to every town one 
supervisor, one additional supervisor for 
towns having 4,000 inhabitants and one 
additional supervisor for every 2,500 pop- 
ulation above 4,000. It ia believed that 
Deoatur township has fully 16,500 inhab- 
itants. If there are that many people 
within the township boundaries theft De- 
oatur is entitled to three additional su- 
pervisors, which would give the township 
a just representation oi seven members m 
the county board.

Staley's Picture. 


The picture of Harry Staley, Decatur's 


prize pitcher, appears in this week's 
Sporting News, with the following per- 
sonal sketch appended: 


Harry Staley is one ot the most promis- 


ing young pitchers of the west. He is of 
athletic build and is 21 years of age, five 
feet ten inches in height and weighs 175 
pounds. His first professional engp"-- 
ment was with the Deoatur Beds, in 1.—, 
when he appeared as a pitcher. The sea- 
son of 1886 found him doing the twirling 
for the Springfield Beds, and in 1887 he

This filter is located In Sangamon river 
bottom, near the waterworks; Is aop leet long, 
10 leet wide in the cleatand running up the river 
600 feet Parallel with the river and about» 
leet from fC at the upper end and at right angle 
with it, fliere is a cross-filter reaching 60 feet 
each way from centre line at the main alter. 
The depth ol the filter Is IS teet below the natu- 
ral surface ot the eartu, and about 7 teet betow 
low water mark of the river. This portion of 
the fllter, being below low water mark, is built 
ot timbers forming a crib with walls 12 inches 
thick and 6 leet high—the entire structure witu 
two sets ot braces put in across the crib 12 teet 
apart. The fllter is closed with a 10-Ioot brick 
arch thrown across and resting on the walls ot 
the curb, 96 teettrom the ffiter. Nearthepump- 
ing house is the well, which is about 25 feet deep 
and 7 teet'In diameter. From the fllter to the 
well is laid a 22-inch tile through which the 
water flows from ttie filter to the well. Thebotr 
torn of (Mi We to w Inches above the fcottom of the 
fllter and i» about 2 feet above tht fiottom of the 
wen. 
Some years ago it was practically demon- 


strated that in a dry season the fllter could not 
supply the demand of water. This demand was 
then met by laying a 2t-lncli tile direct trom the 
river to the filter, the supply ot water being con- 
trolled by a gate to shut the water off from Hie 


Last tall one year ago. the city engineer made 


a report t» the city council as to tlie condition of 
the fllter, and that a great mistake had been 
made by the city engineer who had the former 
work in charge in placing the end of the inlet 
pipes 16 inches above the bottom of the filter, 
and it was impossible to draw all the water from 
the filter. This matter was duly considered by 
the city council. The city engineer, Mr. Loring, 
at once prepared plans to build a new inlet from 
the fllter to tlie well. Tlie dimensions are about 
4 by 0 feet, and made ot wood. In order to com- 
plete this work all the water had to be pumped 
out ol the fllter. There was from 12 to 15 Indies 
of mud in the bottom of tlie fllter. The process 
of getting the mud out of the filter, was to mix 
the mud and water together and pump it through 
the "man holes." The bottom of this mm Inlet is 
Mmv the bottom of the filter, cm&inMne* ctotm- 
warrt to the bottom the well. The proper name of 
this new inlet is a seuier through which all the 
mud and sediment that is deposited in the filter 
flows to the well to be pumped up into our city. 
The original inlet from the fllter to the well was 
built under tlie direction ol Sullivan Burgess, 
who was city engineer at that time. He placed 
the inlet tile 16 inches above the bottom »f the 
filter. This was done to check the under cur- 
rent and prevent the accumulation of sediment 
from being deposited in the well. Had Mr. Bur- 
gess laid his Inlet below the bottom of the filter, 
the BOO yards of mud and settlings which were 
pumped out through the "man holes" on the 
Sangamon bottoms would have been pumped up 
in our city, and each water taker would have 
received his share of mud.
